The plan 
would call for the formation of a student- faculty committee which has funds allo- 
cated to it. Anyone (student, faculty member, or staff person) could request funds 
from this group for activities they may want to sponsor. To be considered, such a 
request would be accompanied by a brief statement of goals, methods, budget needed, 
commitment from people who would work on the event, and clearance of dates and use
